I his committee consists of 
Messrs. Westcott, Cameron, Evans, Chal- 
ners, Corwin. Mr. Westcott, the chairman, 
this morning stated that the committee were 
decided in opinion m respect to the bill, and 
it had been agreed in committee, unanimous- 
to ask to be discharged from the further 

consideration of the bill, which motion he 
should accordingly make to-morrow, and 
should also move the postponement of the bill 
until " exl December. 

Mr. Speight was ot opinion that the com¬ 
mittee should have reported back the bill, that 
,„j,ght be before the Senate for considera¬ 
tion. Mr. Webster said it would be before 
the Senate if the committee was discharged. 

Mr. Benton asked Mr. Westcott when he 
intended to make the motion. Mr. W. said 
at one o’clock. 

JVlr. Benton said, then he should have some¬ 
thing to say; so we shall have an interesting 
speech at one o’clock to-morrow. 

Mr. Allen gave notice that to test the sense 
of the Senate he should move to make the or¬ 
der of the day for next Monday, instead of 
next December. 

Tho indications afforded by this brief con¬ 
versation of to-day agree with the common 
opinion that on the question of Oregon, the 
Senate is opposed to. any present measure 
whatever. 

French Spoilation Claims.—Mr. Speight 
said that to test tho feeling of the Senate he 
now'moved to lay the bill for the payment of 
these claims upon the table. The question 
was taken, and resulted, ayes If, nays 28.— 
It was determined to take the final question 
upon the passage of the bill to-morrow. 

Correspondence of the Journal of Commerce. 

Washington, May 28—5 P. M. 
Adjournment of Congress.— Mr. Hannegau 
offered a joint resolution to adjourn Congress 
on the 520i.li July. Laid over. 

Louisiana Resolutions.—A series of joint 
resolutions adopted by the Legislature of 
Louisiana, were presented by Mr Johnson.— 
They urge an appropriation for the improve¬ 
ment of the Sabine river and certain light¬ 
houses. Also representing the inconvenience 
to the Slate Treasury, arising from the ex¬ 
penses incurred in sending voluuieers to the 
army, and directing ths Governor to make 
application to the general government for its 
speedy reimbursement. 

French Spoliations .—The French Spolia¬ 
tion Bill was taken up and postponed until 
to-morrow at one o’clock, when Mr. Speight 
will make a speech in opposition to it. 

Foie ofthrnks to the Army. —Mr. Houstou 
introduced a series of joint resolutions pre¬ 
senting the thanks of Congress to Gen. Taylor, 
and all under bis command, whether of the 
Army or Navy, fur their skill and bravery in 
defence of the frontier of Texas; arid direct¬ 
ing tho President to procure a sword with suit¬ 
able devices, and present it to General Taylor 
hi the name of the country. 

Mr. Berrien cordially approved of the reso¬ 
lutions, and hoped they would pass at once.— 
He hoped the Senate would show its deep 
sense of the services rendered by Gen. Taylor 
and his army by an unanimous vote. 

Benton on Oregon .—The Oregon Jurisdic¬ 
tion hill wui then taken up, and Mr. Benton 
concluded his remarks upon the subject, iri an 
exposition of the value of the territory right¬ 
fully belonging to us, from its great agricultu- 
ral and commercial advantages as well as its 
commanding position. 

Mr. Benton, in conclusion, argued that there 
would be no war between the United States 
and Great Britain, on the Oregon question, if 
the management of the subject should be com¬ 
mitted to sound and cool heads. We stood 
upon right, in claiming forty-nine as the true 
ami proper boundary. 

But if war should arise, he was not of the 
opinion that we were unprepared’fur it. Our 
population and means of defence were vastly 
increased since the last war. Steam and in¬ 
ternal communication would now afford us 
great facilities; ami we now had got lid of the 
powerful tribes of Indians, which formerly 
®nng on our Northern and Western borders.
